OCCUPATIONAL EXPOSURE LIMITS OF 


101 SUBSTANCES 





Notice is hereby given of proposed changes to the 
Occupational Exposure Limits of the 101 substances 
listed in the attached Table. Columns B to D of the 
Table list the current limits that are included in the 
Regulation respecting Control of Exposure to Biological 
or Chemical Agents, O. Reg. 654/86, and in certain 
designated substance regulations made under the 
Occupational Health and Safety Act, R.S.O. 1990, c. O. 1. 
The proposed new limits for these substances are listed 
in Columns E to G of the Table. 


In the background provided in the Notice of Intent to 
Review Specific Occupational Exposure Limits, 
published in The Ontario Gazette on October 26, 1991, 

I stated that the Joint Steering Committee on Hazardous 
Substances in the Workplace was established by the 
Minister of Labour to develop and review regulations 
designed to control worker exposure to hazardous 
substances, under the Occupational Health and Safety 
Act. The work of the Joint Steering Committee involves 
achieving consensus on matters such as: determining 
priorities for substances to be regulated; developing a 
process for updating the Regulation respecting Control 
of Exposure to Biological or Chemical Agents 

(O. Reg. 654/86); and examining new approaches to the 
regulation of toxic substances. 


The Occupational Exposure Limits Task Force of the 
Joint Steering Committee, consisting of labour and 
management representatives, is conducting the Interim 
Process for Reviewing and Revising Occupational 
Exposure Limits. The substances to be included in the 
Interim Process were selected following a review of 
exposure limits in five jurisdictions which follow a 
comprehensive process for the setting of exposure limits 
based on labour-management consultation. The five 
jurisdictions are the United Kingdom, Germany, Sweden, 
Norway and the Netherlands. The regulated limits from 
these five jurisdictions are being reviewed and the 
supporting scientific information and criteria documents 
for the lowest limits are being collected. A total of 235 
substances will eventually be covered under the Interim 
Process, as I announced on October 26, 1991. 
Substances not covered under this notice will be dealt 
with in future notices. 


Based on the recommendations of the Task Force 
conveyed to me by the Joint Steering Committee, I am 
proposing the new limits listed in Columns E, F and G of 
the attached Table, which are the lowest values found in 
one or more of the five jurisdictions. Information on the 
relevant documentation for the proposed limit and 
information on the other limits from the five jurisdictions 
for the substances listed in the Table is available from 
the Ministry, on request. 


An essential part of this process involves soliciting public 
input to the Task Force on the proposed recommendations. 
This process encourages submission of comment on the 
socio-economic impact in Ontario and also scientific and 
technical data and studies not considered in the criteria 
documentation but having a direct bearing on the 
proposed limit. Therefore, written submissions are 
invited on any or all of the proposed limits. It is 
expected that valid proposed limits would be endorsed 
by the Joint Task Force unless submissions received in 
the public review process demonstrate significant adverse 
economic impact. 


To demonstrate economic impact, a submission should 
describe: 


ip The operations or processes which give rise to 
the exposures of concern; 


De Current exposure levels of the substance(s) under 
review in particular operations of concern (and 
information about whether the exposure levels are 
estimated or have been measured by air 
sampling); 

Sy The decrease in exposure which would be 
required to bring exposures into compliance with 
the proposed lower limit; 


4. Changes in equipment or operations necessary to 
achieve and maintain compliance with the lower 
limit; 

Costs of such changes; 


Information on the impact of such costs relative 
to the financial status of the operation, company, 
and/or industry as a whole. 


To demonstrate that a proposed limit is not reasonably 
practicable to achieve technically, a submission should 
describe: 


Ale The operations or processes which give rise to the 
exposures of concern; 


Dip Current exposure levels of the substance(s) under 
review in particular operations of concern (and 
information about whether the exposure levels are 
estimated or have been measured by air 
sampling); 


Sih The decrease in exposure which would be 


required to achieve and maintain compliance with 
the proposed lower limit; 


4. A clear explanation of the conditions or 


circumstances which make it technically unfeasible 
to achieve compliance with the proposed lower 
limit. 
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In considering the technical and economic aspects of 
achieving compliance with these proposed occupational 
exposure limits, respondents should be aware that where 
typical exposure levels in the workplace may vary from 
day to day, it may be necessary to maintain typical 
exposures at levels lower than the stated occupational 
exposure limits in order to ensure compliance. The Task 
Force will also consider whether the jurisdiction has a 
skin notation for each substance and the evidence 
supporting the skin notation. Comments on the 
scientific evidence for a skin notation and also scientific 
data and studies not considered in the criteria 
documentation are invited.

PARTI 
INTERPRETATION AND APPLICATION 


1. In this Regulation, 


““basement’’ means all the rooms that are more than 50 per cent below 
the average finished adjacent ground level; 


“‘Building Code’’ means the building code under the Building Code Act, 
‘‘Fire Code’’ means the fire code under the Fire Marshals Act; 


‘*guard’’ means a barrier, which may or may not have openings through 
it, to prevent people from accidental falls; 


‘‘habitable space’’ means a room or area used or intended to be used for 
living, sleeping, cooking or eating purposes and includes a washroom; 


““sewage system’” means a municipal sanitary sewage system or a 
private sewage disposal system and includes a sewage system as 
defined in Part VIII of the Environmental Protection Act and a sewage 
works as defined in the Ontario Water Resources Act; 


‘“washroom’’ means an area containing a toilet, urinal, bathtub, shower 
or washbasin. O. Reg. 414/92, s. 1. 


2.—(1) This Regulation prescribes the maintenance standards for the 
purposes of subsection 36 (1) of the Act. 


(2) The landlord shall ensure that the maintenance standards in this 
Regulation are complied with. O. Reg. 414/92, s. 2. 


3. This Regulation applies to rental units and residential complexes 
in an area set out in the Schedule. O. Reg. 414/92, s. 3. 


4.—(1) Acomponent, system or thing that existed on the 14th day of 
January, 1989, and that does not meet a maintenance standard of this 
Regulation but that fulfils its intended function and does not adversely 
affect the health or safety of the tenants, shall be deemed to meet the 
maintenance standard.

5. The structural elements in a residential complex shall be main- 
tained in a sound condition so as to be capable of sustaining safely their 
own weight and any load or force which may normally be imposed.

6.—(1) Every foundation wall, basement, cellar or crawl space floor, 
slab on grade, exterior wall and roof shall be structurally sound, 
weathertight and damp-proofed and shall be maintained so as to 
reasonably protect against deterioration, including that due to weather, 
fungus, dry rot, rodents, vermin or insects. 


(2) Storm water run off shall be drained from the grounds of the 
residential complex and any area below exterior grade so as to prevent 
excessive ponding, erosion or the entrance of water into a building or 
structure.

PLUMBING 


9.—(1) Plumbing and drainage systems and appurtenances in a 
residential complex shall be maintained free from leaks, defects or 
obstructions and adequately protected from freezing. 


(2) A residential complex shall be provided with a means of sewage 
disposal. 


(3) The means of sewage disposal shall be maintained in a good state 
of repair. 


(4) If a certificate of approval is required under the Environmental 
Protection Act in relation to the means of sewage disposal, it shall be 
obtained. 


(5) If an approval is required under the Ontario Water Resources Act 
in relation to the means of sewage disposal, it shall be obtained.

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10.—(1) Subject to subsections (2) and (3), every rental unit shall 
contain the following fixtures: 


1. A toilet. 

2. Akitchen sink. 

3. A washbasin.

(2) Subsection (1) does not apply with respect to rental units that 
share a fixture described in paragraph 1, 2 or 4 of subsection (1) as long 
as no more than two rental units share the fixture and access to the 
fixture from each unit is possible without passing through another rental 
unit or along an unheated corndor or outside the building containing the 
rental units. 


(3) Subsection (1) does not apply with respect to a boarding house or 
lodging house as long as there is at least one toilet, one washbasin and 
one bathtub or shower for every five rental units and all tenants shall 
have access to a kitchen sink. 


(4) The fixtures required by this section shall be maintained and shall 
be supplied with a sufficient supply of potable water at a flow and 
pressure sufficient for the intended use of the fixtures. O. Reg. 414/92, 
Ss NO: 


11.—(1) Every kitchen sink, washbasin, bathtub and shower shall be 
provided, by safe equipment, with hot water. 


(2) The ordinary temperature of the hot water provided must be at 
least 43° Celsius. O. Reg. 414/92, s. 11. 


12.—(1) Every washroom shall be enclosed and shall have, 
(a) a water-resistant floor; and 


(b) a door that can be secured from the inside and can be opened 
from the outside in an emergency.

13. No toilet or urinal shall be located in a room used for or intended 
to be used for sleeping or preparing, consuming or storing food.

ELECTRICAL 


15.—(1) A supply of electrical power shall be provided to all 
habitable space in a residential complex. 


(2) The wiring and receptacles necessary to provide electrical power 
shall be maintained and must comply with the Electrical Safety Code 
under the Power Corporation Act. 


(3) Every kitchen shall have outlets suitable for a refrigerator and 
cooking appliance. 
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(4) Ifarental unit has a meter for electricity for the purpose of billing 
the tenants of that unit, the meter shall be properly maintained and kept 
accessible to the tenants.

16. Electrical supply and connections to a mobile home supplied by 
a landlord of a mobile home park shall be maintained in a good state of 
repair and shall be sufficiently grounded.

HEATING 


17.—(1) Heat shall be provided and maintained so that the room 
temperature at 1.5 metres above floor level and one metre from exterior 
walls in all habitable space and in any area intended for normal use by 
tenants, including recreation rooms and laundry rooms but excluding 
locker rooms and garages, is at least 20° Celsius. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to a rental unit in which the tenant 
can regulate the temperature as long as a minimum temperature of 
20° Celsius can be maintained. 


(3) Every residential complex shall have heating equipment capable 
of maintaining the temperature levels required by subsection (1). 


(4) No rental unit shall be equipped with portable heating equipment 
as the primary source of heat. 


(5) Only heating equipment approved for use by a recognized 
standards testing authority shall be provided in a room used or intended 
for use for sleeping purposes. O. Reg. 414/92, s. 17. 


18. Heating systems, including stoves, heating appliances, fireplaces 
intended for use, chimneys, fans, pumps, filtration and other equipment 
provided to supply heat, shall be maintained. O. Reg. 414/92, s. 18. 


19.—(1) Aspace that contains heating equipment that burns fuel shall 
have a natural or mechanical means of supplying the air required for 
combustion. 


(2) If heating equipment burns solid or liquid fuel, a storage place or 
receptacle for such fuel shall be provided in a safe place and maintained 
in a safe condition. O. Reg. 414/92, s. 19. 


LIGHTING AND VENTILATION 


20.—(1) All habitable space and exterior and interior common areas 
shall have artificial lighting to the level required by the Building Code. 


(2) Artificial lighting in common areas shall be maintained so that 
those areas can be used or passed through safely. O. Reg. 414/92, s. 20. 


21. All habitable space shall have natural or mechanical means of 
ventilation in accordance with the Building Code. O.Reg. 414/92,

22.—(1) Every bedroom, living room and dining room shall have a 
window to the outside. The window may be part of a door. 


(2) A window is not required in a dining room if electrical lighting is 
provided. 


(3) A window is not required in a living room or dining room if there 
is an opening in a dividing wall to an adjoining room and the adjoining 
room has a window to the outside and the total window area of the room 
is at least 5 per cent of the combined floor areas. O. Reg. 414/92, s. 22.

SAFETY AND SECURITY 


26.—(1) Every building containing a rental unit and every rental unit 
within it shall have a safe, continuous and unobstructed passage from 
every part of the interior to a safe exterior open space at street or grade 
level.

30.—(1) A guard shall be provided and maintained along the open 
sides of stairs, ramps, balconies, mezzanines, landings or other areas 
where the vertical drop from the open side exceeds 60 centimetres. 


(2) A guard provided under subsection (1) must provide reasonable 
protection from accidents for any person on the premises. O. Reg. 
414/92, s. 30. 


31.—(1) Exterior common areas shall be maintained in a condition 
suitable for their intended use and free of hazards and, for these 


purposes, the following shall be removed: 


1. Noxious weeds and dead, decayed or damaged trees or parts of 
such trees that create an unsafe condition. 


2. Rubbish or debris, including abandoned motor vehicles. 


3. Dilapidated or collapsed structures that create an unsafe 
condition. 


4. Unsafe accumulations of ice and snow. 


(2) An inoperative motor vehicle or trailer that has remained in an 
exterior common area for more than a reasonable amount of time shall 
be removed. 
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(3) Wells and holes in exterior common areas shall be filled or safely 
covered or protected. O. Reg. 414/92, s. 31. 


32. Anabandoned or inoperable icebox, refrigerator or freezer shall 
not be left in a common area unless it is awaiting removal. An icebox, 
refrigerator or freezer that is awaiting removal shall have all its doors 
removed.

33.—(1) Driveways, ramps, parking garages, parking areas, paths, 
walkways and outside stairs or landings and every area similar to any of 
them shall be maintained to provide a safe surface for normal use. 


(2) Parking garages shall be maintained so as to prevent the accumu- 
lation of toxic fumes or the escape of toxic fumes into a building 
containing rental units.

(6) Subsection (5) does not apply with respect to a mail delivery slot 
or other opening that has been sealed. 


(7) Mail boxes provided by the landlord shall be properly maintained 
and be capable of being secured.

(4) Subsections (1) and (2) do not apply if the tenancy agreement 
makes the tenant responsible for the supply of fuel or utilities and the 
supply has been discontinued because of arrears in payment. O. Reg.

38. Those portions of a residential complex used for human 
habitation,including common areas, shall be maintained to minimize heat 
loss through air infiltration. O. Reg. 414/92, s. 38. 


39. Locker and storage rooms shall be kept free of dampness and 
mildew.

40. Elevators intended for use by tenants shall be properly main- 
tained and kept in operation except for such reasonable time as may be 
required to repair or replace them.

42.—(1) Ina building containing more than one rental unit, one or 
more suitable containers or compactors shall be provided for garbage. 


(2) Garbage in a container or compactor provided in accordance with 
subsection (1) shall be stored and either placed for pick-up or regularly 
disposed of so as not to cause a risk to the health or safety of any person. 


(3) Acontainer or compactor provided in accordance with subsection 
(1) shall be maintained in a clean and sanitary condition, shall be 
accessible to tenants and shall not obstruct an emergency route, driveway 
or walkway. O. Reg. 414/92, s. 42. 


43.—(1) A residential complex shall be kept reasonably free of 
rodents, vermin and insects at all times, and methods used for extermi- 
nating rodents and insects shall be in accordance with any applicable 
municipal or provincial law.

(3) When a conservation authority receives a notice revised by the 
Ministry of Natural Resources under clause (2) (b), the conservation 
authority shall amend the apportionment of the total sum required for 
conservation authority purposes among the municipalities within the 
conservation authority area on the basis of the adjusted discounted 
equalized assessments. O. Reg. 430/92, s. 35. 


PART V 
GENERAL 


36.—(1) Where any Act requires the Ministry of Revenue or the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs to equalize assessment rolls or parts of an 
assessment roll that relate to two or more defined areas within a 
supporting municipality, the Ministry of Municipal Affairs shall, in 
equalizing each assessment roll or each part of it for purposes of 
municipal taxation in 1992, use the same equalization factor as was used 
to equalize the assessment roll or part of it for purposes of municipal 
taxation in 1991.

37.—(1) Ifthe Ministry of Municipal Affairs, Ministry of Revenue or 
Ministry of Natural Resources, as the case may be, determines in respect 
of a regional municipality, county, district board or conservation 
authority that any calculation made under this Regulation was made 
incorrectly or was based on incorrect information, the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs may correct the calculation and may determine the 
amount that would have been payable to the supporting municipalities 
within the regional municipality, county, district board area or conserva- 
tion authority area if the calculation had been correct and the grants 
payable under Part I or II may be adjusted accordingly.

Having weighed such injury, damage or interference against the 
betterment of the people of the whole or any part of Ontario by the 
protection, conservation and wise management in Ontario of the 
environment which would result from the undertaking being subject to 
the application of the Act; 


The undersigned is of the opinion that it 1s in the public interest to 
order and orders that the undertaking is exempt from the application of 
the Act for the following reasons: 


A. MNR carries out public consultation during the preparation of 
timber management plans for each forest management unit. 


B. The undertaking is an ongoing activity of MNR and is an 
integral part of the economy of the Province. 


C. MNR has submitted the Class Environmental Assessment for 
Timber Management on Crown Lands in Ontario to the 
Minister of the Environment for approval. A public hearing on 
this matter, before the Environmental Assessment Board, is 
currently underway and a decision is expected in 1993. 


This exemption is subject to the following terms and conditions: 


Public Involvement 


1. (1) There shall be a minimum of four opportunities for 
involvement of interested and affected parties and the 
general public in the preparation of a timber management 
plan. Those opportunities shall occur at the following 
stages of the timber management planning process: 
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at the outset to advise on the beginning of 
the planning process and to solicit informa- 
tion; 


Stage One: 


Stage Two: during the development of proposals, prior 
to the preparation of a draft timber manage- 


ment plan; 


Stage Three: upon completion of MNR’s internal review 


of the draft timber management plan; 


Stage Four: upon MNR approval of the timber manage- 


ment plan. 


(2) Formal public notice of each of the public involvement 
opportunities shall be issued in the form of direct written 
notice to interested and affected individuals, government 
ministries and agencies and a general public notice in the 
local media.

REQUESTS FOR SUBMISSIONS 
Section 95 of the Workers’ Compensation Act provides for the 
creation of an Industrial Disease Standards Panel (the Panel). It is the 
function of the Panel to: 


(a) investigate possible industrial diseases; 


(b) make findings as to whether a probable connection exists between 
a disease and an industrial process, trade or occupation in Ontario; 


(c) create, develop and revise criteria for the evaluation of claims 
respecting industrial diseases; and, 


(d) advise on eligibility rules regarding compensation for claims 
respecting industrial diseases. 


In April 1984, the Royal Commission on Matters of Health and Safety 
Arising From the Use of Asbestos in Ontario (the ‘‘RCA’’) completed 
and tabled a three volume Report. This Report included a number of 
recommendations affecting workers’ compensation programs. 


On March 5, 1987, the Workers’ Compensation Board requested the 
Panel to ‘‘develop [such] an eligibility rule [for cor pumonale] to 
indicate under what circumstances survivors will be come eligible to 
these benefits’’ as part of a response to a series of questions regarding 
some of the recommendtions of the RCA. 


The Industrial Disease Standards Panel provided the Workers’ 
Compensation Board with a report dated July 31, 1992, on the adjudica- 
tive problems associated with the payment of dependancy benefits for 
cor pulmonale in workers previously diagnosed with any pneumoconio- 
sis.

Industrial Disease Standards Panel 


In 1985 the Ontario legislature established the Industrial Disease 
Standards Panel (IDSP) to investigate and identify diseases related to 
work. The Panel is independent of both the Ministry of Labour and the 
Workers’ Compensation Board. At the end of each fiscal year the WCB 
reimburses the Ministry for the Panel’s expenditures. 


The Panel’s authority flows from section 95 of the Workers’ Compensa- 
tion Act and its functions are set out as follows: 


(8) (a) to investigate possible industrial diseases; 
(b) to make findings as to whether a probable connection exists 
between a disease and an industrial process, trade or occupa- 


tion in Ontario; 


(c) to create, develop and revise criteria for the evaluation of 
claims respecting industrial diseases; and 


(d) to advise on eligibility rules regarding compensation for 
claims. 


Decisions of the Panel are made by its members who represent labour, 
management, scientific, medical and community interests. Once the 
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Panel makes a finding, the WCB is required to publish the Panel’s report 
in the Ontario Gazette and solicit comments from interested parties. 
After considering the submissions the WCB Board of Directors decide 
if the Panel’s recommendations are to be implemented, amended or 
rejected. 


To assist with its work the Panel has a small staff of researchers, analysts 
and support people. In addition to its own staff, the Panel relies heavily 
on the advice of outside experts in science, medicine and law, as well as 
input from the parties of interest.

The Issue 


It has been a long acknowledged medical opinion that a serious breathing 
impairment can lead to heart disease. The association is well documented 
and not disputed. Heart problems affecting the right side of the heart and 
associated with pulmonary dysfunction are known as cor pulmonale. 


For compensation purposes the medical association is not at issue but 
adjudicatory problems have been identified. Workers who are in receipt 
of benefits for respiratory illness often develop heart problems. There is 
a concer that these additional problems may not be adequately ad- 
dressed by the WCB when awarding benefits to the worker or determin- 
ing entitlement to dependency benefits. 


It is easy to understand that the Board would miss some allowable claims 
when one considers that one-third of the population ultimately dies of 
heart disease or stroke. Therefore, when Board adjudicators are 
confronted with information that indicates that a worker has died of heart 
disease, it would be reasonable to assume that the death was not a result 
of the compensable illness and the file should be closed. Even when the 
possibility of work-related heart disease is identified, it is often not 
possible to sort out the relationship between heart disease related to work 
and non-work-related disease. As a consequence, the widows of workers 
who have suffered from compensable respiratory illness and died of 
related illness may not receive the benefits to which they are entitled. 


The issue, although limited to asbestotics at the time, was raised during 
the public hearings before The Royal Commission on Asbestos [RCA] 
in 1980. As a result the Commission in Recommendation 13.9 formally 
advised the Workers' Compensation Board to devise an eligibility rule 
for survivors of those workers who suffer from mild or moderate 
impairment from asbestosis and who die from cor pulmonale(1). 


Concerns about adjudicative problems must have also been shared by 
then Chairman of the WCB, Dr. Robert Elgie, because in a letter dated 
March 5, 1987, he asked the Panel to “develop such an eligibility rule 
[for cor pulmonale] to indicate under what circumstances survivors will 
become eligible to these benefits.” 


The Panel accepted the referral and incorporated this investigation in its 
on-going review of the recommendations of RCA. The Panel expanded 
the scope of the inquiry and chose to look at the adjudicative problems 
associated with the payment of dependency benefits for all claims for 
pneumoconiosis, not simply asbestosis. 


The Investigatory Process 


Since the time of the original referral from the Workers’ Compensation 
Board in March, 1987, the issue of cor pulmonale has arisen indirectly 
as the Panel has pursued other investigations. 


The Panel decided to broaden the previous Agenda item. The broader 
issue became “death from cor pulmonale (or other cardiovascular 
disease) among workers with a prior diagnosis of any pneumoconio- 
sis.” 
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In 1989 the Panel contemplated commissioning Dr. W. Nichol-son from 
Mount Sinai Hospital in New York to undertake a review of cause of 
death data for asbestotics. Eventually this project was abandoned 
because the data was not available. Inquiries were made and the Ministry 
of Labour was able to provide the Panel with some statistical information 
about the incidence of cor pulmonale and pneumoconiosis. 


In January of 1992, the Panel wrote to three respirologists, for advice on 
the disease process. 


The Panel reviewed the Workers' Compensation legislation and 
contacted other Canadian Boards to obtain any policies or guidelines 
concerning death from cor pulmonale or any other cardiovascular disease 
among workers with a prior diagnosis of occupationally related chest 
disease. Responses were received from Alberta, Nova Scotia, Yukon, 
Newfoundland and Labrador, Saskatchewan, and New Brunswick. 


This report will deal with only the problems associated with cor 
pulmonale. In a further report the Panel will address the adjudicative 
problems associated with additional respiratory factors that complicate 
the adjudication of claims for respiratory illnesses. 


The Nature of the Condition 


The term “cor pulmonale” denotes enlargement of the right ventricle of 
the heart secondary to pulmonary malfunction(2). Cor pulmonale does 
not automatically imply right heart failure. However, if the pulmonary 
hypertension that led to the enlarged heart is not relieved, it can be 
expected that the right ventricle will fail. A more precise definition is 
preferred by Morgan, who describes it as “heart failure resulting from 
lung disease and is recognised by an increase in the right ventricular 
and pulmonary artery pressures in the absence of left ventricular 
. failure’”(3). 


One function of the lungs is to exchange gases, specifically oxygen and 
carbon dioxide. This exchange occurs in the alveoli, or air sacs, and 
capillaries in the lung. The oxygen from the air breathed diffuses into the 
blood through the thin alveolar wall and the carbon dioxide in the blood 
diffuses out. The average adult lung contains some 300 million alveoli 
supplied with a network of blood vessels so extensive “it is best 
described as a pool of blood’”’(4). This network is the densest concentra- 
tion of blood vessels in the body. 


Ordinarily, this enormous reserve allows blood to circulate through 
healthy lungs so easily that the relatively weak right ventricle of the heart 
can function without increased blood pressure, even if half the volume 
of both lungs is removed surgically. “It is an extraordinarily efficient, 
low resistance system’(2). 


However, if this blood vessel supply is sufficiently reduced, increased 
pressure in the pulmonary artery [pulmonary hypertension] may lead 
first to over-development of the right heart [which simply has to work 
harder to get the blood through the lungs] and finally to right heart 
failure. It is this pulmonary hypertension that leads to cor pulmonale. 


Lung disease that can seriously impair normal lung function is usually 
described as either restrictive or obstructive. Restrictive disease basically 
refers to a “restriction” on the volume of air in the lung. It involves the 
alveoli and supporting tissue of the lung as opposed to the airways 
themselves. Diseases resulting in pulmonary fibrosis, such as asbestosis, 
would be typical. 


Recent texts on occupational health or occupational lung disease clearly 
acknowledge the association between the pneumoconioses and cor 
pulmonale as a possible sequelae. “The fibrotic lung lesions frequently 
calcify and there is a progressive restrictive lung disease leading to cor 
pulmonale”(6). “Right-sided congestive heart failure may occur as the 
result of pulmonary hypertension secondary to some form of severe lung 
disease. Severe asbestosis, silicosis or any severe occupational lung 
disease may cause right-sided congestive heart failure”(7). “Classic 
silicosis may progress to conglomerate disease...the terminal stages may 
be marked by CO, retention, chronic anoxia, and the development of cor 
pulmonale”(4). 


Obstructive diseases, on the other hand, reflect an abnormality in flow 
of the air through the tubes in the lungs. Emphysema and chronic 


bronchitis are examples. The most common cause of chronic cor 
pulmonale is chronic obstructive pulmonary disease [COPD](2). These 
diseases are widespread in the population in general and most commonly 
associated with long term cigarette smoking(5). Acute reversible 
episodes of cor pulmonale can occur in COPD patients, usually during 
acute respiratory infections. As many as half of the patients with severe 
obstructive lung disease have cor pulmonale.(2) 


Some diseases may have both a restrictive and an obstructive pattern. 
Although the pathological changes ensuing differ, both types, if severe 
enough can lead to cor pulmonale. 


Most diffuse respiratory diseases do not affect the alveolar gas exchange 
sufficiently to initiate the train of events leading to cor pulmonale. Even 
patients with extensive silicosis, emphysema, or diffuse fibrosis usually 
fail to develop appreciable pulmonary hypertension or heart enlargement 
even though symptoms of breathlessness have occurred for years. 
However, combined obstructive and restrictive lung disease, which 
frequently occurs in patients with a restrictive disease who smoke 
cigarettes, has an especially poor prognosis(2). 


Evidence for Ongoing Incidence of the Condition 


Individual Panel members drew the Panel's attention to a 1973 publica- 
tion on silicosis in hardrock miners in Ontario(8). The statistics drawn 
from tabulations of the Ontario Mining Association include, among other 
figures, the causes of deaths in silicotic miners from 1926 to 1972. Taken 
from death certificates, the data shows that for most years between 1959 
and 1972 more deaths are attributed to right heart failure than to silicosis 
or tuberculosis. 


Information on 12 deaths attributed to chronic interstitial pneumonia 
among gold miners was tabled at Panel meeting No. 39, September 12, 
1990. Panel minutes of that meeting note that “these cases provide 
evidence linking a death diagnosis of cor pulmonale (or other heart 
conditions such as chronic myocarditis or myocardial failure) with 
pulmonary fibrosis.” The Panel was unable to determine from the Board 
if these cases resulted in the awarding of survivors’ benefits. 


Fernie et al. found evidence of cor pulmonale in 34% of deceased coal 
miners with progressive massive fibrosis, regardless of smoking 
status(9). 


Most recently, investigators from the Ontario Ministry of Labour and the 
Ministry of Health examined hospital discharge data and found that cor 
pulmonale was diagnosed 22 times more frequently than expected 
among men diagnosed with a pneumoconiosis(10). Although this data 
is unpublished and yet to be peer reviewed, it nevertheless would seem 
to reinforce the view that cor pulmonale is likely to develop in those with 
a prior diagnosis of fibrotic lung disease. 


The Adjudication of Cor Pulmonale 


The difficulty in the adjudication of these claims has been identified in 
several provinces. Both British Columbia and Quebec have chosen to 
introduce legislative presumptions. Alberta has chosen to simply rely on 
policy initiatives to assist adjudicators. The other provinces contacted did 
not have any policies on point. 


Ontario 


The Panel was unable to ascertain the usual procedure employed by the 
Board to identify potentially compensable deaths due to cor pulmonale. 
However, three apparent adjudicative processes have been identified: 


1. the Board undertakes an investigation of the cause of death when a 
claim is submitted by a dependent; 


2. the Board undertakes an investigation of the cause of death when 
the permanent disability for respiratory impairment was rated at 
40% or higher. This practice, however, does not form part of any 
written procedure; and 


3. the Board presumably closes the file and takes no further action 


vise a worker who was in receipt of a pension of less than 40% 
ies. 
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British Columbia 


British Columbia currently compensates all deaths due to lung and heart 
disease (including myocardial infarctions) among workers under the age 
of 70 receiving pensions for an occupational respiratory disease in 
accordance with Section 6(11) of the B.C. Act. 


Section 6(11) reads as follows: 


(11) Where a deceased worker was, at the time of his death, under 
the age of 70 years and suffering from an industrial disease of a type 
that impairs the capacity [or] function of the lungs, and where the 
death was caused by some ailment or impairment of the lungs or 
heart of non-traumatic origin, it shall be conclusively presumed that 
the death resulted from the industrial disease. 


Quebec 


Section 95 of Quebec's Industrial Accidents and Occupational Diseases 
Act specifies that a worker who dies while in receipt of an income 
replacement indemnity for an occupational disease that could cause 
death is presumed to have died from that disease. This means that depen- 
dency benefits are paid. 


Alberta 


Two policies potentially affect compensation for cor pulmonale. Policy 
Statement OCC-4 applies where a permanent and compensable respirato- 
ry disability co-exists with a disabling, although non-compensable heart 
disease. It is presumed that the compensable respiratory disability has 
enhanced the non-compensable heart disease. Under this policy the 
Board pays a “supplement” which equals 50% of the clinical rating 
assigned to the disabling respiratory disease. 


When death is attributable to the heart disease, entitlement is governed 
by the Board's cardiac policy, ADJ-36. Under that policy cardiac condi- 
tions are compensable when: 


(i) there is evidence of occupational exposure to factors or events 
known or presumed to be associated with heart problems, and 


(ii) the time lapse between the occupational exposure and the onset of 
the cardiac condition is such that a relationship can be established. 


The policy classifies the occupational factors related to cardiac condi- 
tions as having either specific causal relationships or presumptive causal 
relationships. It includes cor pulmonale as an example of a specific 
causal relationship in which heart disease occurs secondarily to occu- 
pational lung disease. 


In Summary 


Three other provinces have provisions awarding dependency benefits for 
deaths due to cor pulmonale. 


The Panel Consideration of the Evidence 


As stated previously there is no medical or scientific dispute. Cor 
pulmonale is acommon finding and can be a contributory cause of death 
among patients suffering from severe pulmonary disease, especially if 
chronic hypoxemia (low arterial oxygen) is present. Because of this, the 
present Panel has extended its recommendations to include all compen- 
sable respiratory diseases, not just fibrotic disease. 


The Panel also recognizes that cor pulmonale is a common finding 
among sufferers of Chronic Obstructive Pulmonary Disease, which is 
usually associated with smoking and can also be associated with work 
exposure. It is entirely possible that a worker could suffer from a 
work-related respiratory disease and could also be suffering from another 
non-work-related respiratory disease and the two could together give rise 
to cor pulmonale. 


In many cases the existence of cor pulmonale has not been diagnosed. 
Even if the disease is diagnosed, there is often little evidence to assist the 
adjudicator in distingushing between work and non-work-related causes. 
British Columbia, for example, has decided that the evidentiary problems 
are not amenable to resolution. Therefore, to ensure that compensation 
is paid to all potentially entitled dependents, it enacted legislation that 


irrebutably presumed a relationship between death and work. Quebec 
followed the same pattern, except that its presumption is rebuttable. 


This Panel has chosen to address the deficiencies in evidence by 
recommending a monitoring system rather than establishing a presump- 
tion of work-relatedness. It is the Panel's view that attempts should be 
made to diagnose the disease during life and compensate appropriately. 
The Panel also believes that such monitoring could provide adjudicators 
with evidence to establish the existence of cor pulmonale and to 
distingush between work and non-work-related disease not only during 
the life of the worker, but also at death, so that dependency benefits can 
be justly awarded. 


Panel Findings and Recommendations 
Finding 1 


The Panel finds a probable connection between compensable 
respiratory disease and the development of cor pulmonale. 


Recommendations 


la. The WCB should investigate the possible existence of cor 
pulmonale during regular bi-annual assessments of workers 
receiving benefits for respiratory disease. 


1b. The WCB should review the entitlement of workers who are 
receiving benefits for respiratory disease to insure that their 
entitlement includes payments for the symptoms of cor pulmo- 
nale. 


2a. The WCB should investigate the causes of death for all workers 
who during their lifetimes received benefits for a respiratory 
disease. 


2b. The WCB should pay dependency benefits, if the respiratory 
disease or a consequence of that disease was a significant factor 
in the cause of the worker's death or was the sole cause of the 
death. 


The Panel realizes that diagnosis of cor pulmonale may be problematic 
and offers to assist the Board in developing appropriate strategies.

LOAD BROKERS 
DEFINITIONS 
1.—(1) In the Act and in this Regulation, 


““load broker’’ means a person who arranges, for compensation, for 
goods owned by one person to be carried by another person who is a 
carrier; 


“load brokerage service’ means the service of arranging for goods 
owned by one person to be carried by another person who is a carrier, 
but does not include such service if it is, 


(a) arranged by one carrier with another carrier under a certificate 
of intercorporate exemption, 

(b) arranged by one licensed carrier with another licensed carrier 

utilizing services that are commonly known as interline, 


arranged by one licensed carrier with another licensed carrier, 
both operating under an interchange authority as defined in 
Ontario Regulation 25/89, or 


(c) 


arranged by one carrier with an affiliated carrier, for the 
carriage of used household goods as defined in Ontario Regula- 
tion 25/89. 


(d) 


(2) In this Regulation, 


‘*Appeal Board’’ means the Licence Suspension Appeal Board under the 
Highway Traffic Act; 


““carrier’’ means a person required to be licensed under the Act or the 
Motor Vehicle Transport Act (Canada); 


““licensed carrier’’ means a carrier licensed under the Act or the Motor 
Vehicle Transport Act (Canada). O. Reg. 556/92, s. 1. 


LOAD BROKERAGE CERTIFICATES 


2. Anapplication for a load brokerage certificate shall be filed with 
the Registrar on a form provided or approved by the Ministry. O. Reg. 
S56/92, S22: 


3.—(1) A load brokerage certificate is valid for a period of twelve 
months from its date of issue, unless it is cancelled or suspended before 
then by the Registrar, and may be renewed within sixty days after its 
expiry date. 


(2) If the holder of a load brokerage certificate applies for its renewal 
and pays the prescribed fee before the expiry date of the certificate, the 
certificate shall be deemed to continue after its expiry date,

(b) the past conduct of the applicant affords reasonable grounds for 
belief that the applicant will not carry on a load brokerage 
service in accordance with the law and with integrity and 
honesty; 
(c) the past conduct of the applicant’s officers, directors or control- 
ling shareholders, if the applicant is a corporation, affords 
reasonable grounds for belief that the applicant will not carry 
on a load brokerage service in accordance with the law and with 
integrity and honesty; 
(d) the past conduct of a partner, if the applicant is a partnership, or 
of a partner’s officers, directors or controlling shareholders if 
the partner is a corporation, affords reasonable grounds for 
belief that the applicant will not carry on a load brokerage 
service in accordance with the law and with integrity and 
honesty; or 

(e) the applicant has not paid the prescribed fee.

5. The Registrar may cancel or suspend a load brokerage certificate 
for failure to comply with the requirements of the Act or this Regula- 
tion.

7.—(1) Before refusing under section 4 to issue or renew a load 
brokerage certificate or before cancelling or suspending a certificate 
under section 5, the Registrar shall serve notice of the proposal to refuse, 
cancel or suspend, with reasons, on the applicant for or holder of the load 
brokerage certificate. 


(2) A person who is served with a notice under subsection (1) is 
entitled to a hearing by the Appeal Board if the person serves a written 
request for a hearing on the Registrar and the Appeal Board within 
fifteen days after being served with the notice. 


(3) If the Registrar does not receive a request for a hearing, the 


Registrar may carry out the proposal on the expiration of the fifteen days 
referred to in subsection (2). 


(4) A notice that is mailed by prepaid post to an applicant for or 
holder of a load brokerage certificate at the applicant’s or holder’s 
address last known to the Registrar shall be deemed to have been served 
on the third day after the day of mailing. 


(5) The Appeal Board, on the application by an applicant for or holder 
of a load brokerage certificate, may extend the time for requesting a 
hearing, either before or after the expiration of the fifteen-day period, 
and may give such directions as it considers proper consequent upon the 
extension. 


(6) After a hearing, the Appeal Board may amend or confirm the 
proposal of the Registrar and may by order direct the Registrar to carry 
out his or her proposal or refrain from carrying out his or her proposal, 
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and, for such purposes, the Appeal Board may substitute its opinion for 
that of the Registrar. 


(7) The Registrar shall carry out his or her proposal or refrain from 
doing so, as directed by the Appeal Board. 


(8) This section does not apply to the cancellation of a load brokerage 
certificate under subsection 13 (2) for cancellation of the surety 
bond. O. Reg. 556/92, s. 7. 


8.—(1) The Registrar may temporarily suspend or temporarily refuse 
to renew a load brokerage certificate without a prior hearing if, 


(a) in the Registrar’s opinion it is necessary to do so for the 
immediate protection of the interests of carriers or consignors; 
and 

(b) the Registrar serves on the holder of the load brokerage 

certificate a notice of the temporary suspension or refusal to 

renew with reasons to support the Registrar’s opinion under 

clause (a). 


(2) A temporary suspension or temporary refusal to renew under 
subsection (1) is effective immediately upon service of the notice and 
shall continue in force until a date set out in the notice, not to exceed 
seventy-five days after the notice is served, or until the Registrar acts 
under subsection (7), whichever is first. 


(3) A person who is served with a notice under subsection (1) is 
entitled to a hearing by the Appeal Board if the person serves a written 
request for a hearing on the Registrar and the Appeal Board within 
fifteen days after being served with the notice. 


(4) Subsections 7 (4) and (5) apply with necessary modifications to 
the notice and right to a hearing under this section. 


(5) The Appeal Board shall hold a hearing and make an order within 
sixty days after receiving a request under subsection (3). 


(6) After a hearing, the Appeal Board may by order direct the 
Registrar to lift the suspension or issue a renewal or to issue a permanent 
suspension or refusal and, for such purposes, the Appeal Board may 
substitute its opinion for that of the Registrar.

(a) judgment creditors of the load broker, including any member of 
a partnership, where the judgment was based on a clause arising 
out of a transaction involving a load brokerage service; 


creditors of the load broker, including any member of a 
partnership, who satisfy the Registrar of the validity of a claim 
of less than $100 arising out of a transaction involving a load 
brokerage service; and

broker, including any member of a partnership, in respect of

1.—(1) Subsection 18 (1) of Ontario Regulation 708/87 is revoked 
and the following substituted: 


(1) The following are prescribed retirement savings arrangements for 
the purposes of clause 43 (1) (b) of the Act: 


1. A registered retirement savings plan established in accordance 
with the Income Tax Act (Canada). 


2. A life income fund that meets the requirements for a registered 
retirement income fund under the Income Tax Act (Cana- 
da). O. Reg. 564/92, s. 1 (1). 


(2) Subclause 18 (2) (a) (iii) of the Regulation is amended by 
striking out ‘‘an insurance company”’ in the second and third lines 
and substituting ‘‘a person authorized under the laws of Canada or 
a province to sell annuities as defined in section 248 of the Income 
Tax Act (Canada)’’. 


(3) Clause 18 (2) (a) of the Regulation is amended by striking out 
‘‘or’’ at the end of subclause (ii), by adding ‘‘or’’ at the end of 
subclause (iii) and by adding the following subclause: 


(iv) prior to maturity, to transfer the money to a life income 
fund; 


(4) Section 18 of the Regulation is amended by adding the 
following subsection: 
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(5) In this section, ‘‘life income fund’’ means a life income fund that 
meets the requirements set out in Schedule 1. O. Reg. 564/92, s. 1 (4). 


2.—(1) Section 19 of the Regulation is amended by inserting after 
‘retirement savings arrangement’’ in the fourth and fifth lines ‘‘or 
life income fund’’. 


(2) Clauses 19 (c) and (d) of the Regulation are revoked and the 
following substituted: 


(c) inthe case of the unexpired period of a guaranteed annuity, the 
annuitant may commute a benefit provided under the annuity 
only for the purpose of purchasing a life income fund; 

(ca) in the case of the unexpired period of a guaranteed annuity 
where the annuitant is deceased, the former member’s spouse, 
if any, may surrender or commute the benefit provided under 
the annuity during the spouse’s lifetime; 


(d) a transaction that contravenes clause (c) or (ca) is void; 


(3) Clause 19 (g) of the Regulation is revoked and the following 
substituted: 


(g) on the death of the annuitant before payment of the annuity, the 
financial institution referred to in section 18 will administer the 
annuity in accordance with section 48 of the Act. 


(4) Section 19 of the Regulation is further amended by adding the 
following subsection: 


(2) The insurance contract must provide that, if a life income fund is 
being purchased as described in clause (1) (c), the financial institution 
disclose to the annuitant the difference between the commuted value of 
the annuity and the amount that will be transferred to the life income 
fund. O. Reg. 564/92, s. 2 (4). 


3. The Regulation is amended by adding the following Schedule: 
Schedule 1 
LIFE INCOME FUND REQUIREMENTS 
ESTABLISHING THE FUND 


1. Only the following persons may purchase a life income fund with 
respect to their entitlement to a pension under a pension plan: 


1. A member or former member of the pension plan who has 
obtained the written consent of his or her spouse, if any. 


2. The spouse or former spouse of a member or former member if 
the spouse or former spouse is entitled to a pension benefit as 
a result of the death of the member or former member or as a 
result of marriage breakdown. 


2.—(1) An arrangement establishing a life income fund must provide 
for the matters described in this section. 


(2) It must indicate the name and address of the financial institution 
providing the fund. 


(3) It must describe the purchaser’s powers, if any, respecting 
investment of the assets in the fund. 


(4) It must state that the purchaser agrees not to assign, charge, 
anticipate or give as security money payable under a life income fund 
except for a purpose described in subsection 65 (3) of the Act. 


(5) It must describe the method for determining the value of the fund. 
This valuation method must be the one that is to be used to establish its 
value upon the death of a person entitled to payment, upon the establish- 
ment of a life annuity or upon a transfer of assets from the fund. 


3. The fiscal year of the fund must end on the 31st day of December 
and must not exceed twelve months. 
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PERIODIC PAYMENTS OUT OF THE FUND 
4.—(1) Payments out of the life income fund must begin, 


(a) no earlier than ten years before the purchaser reaches normal 
retirement age as determined under the Canada Pension Plan 
or the Quebec Pension Plan; and 


(b) no later than the end of the second fiscal year of the fund. 


(2) The purchaser must decide the amount to be paid out of the fund 
each year. He or she must do so either at the beginning of the fiscal year 
of the fund or at another time agreed to by the financial institution. His 
or her decision expires at the end of the fiscal year to which it relates. 


(3) If the purchaser does not decide the amount to be paid out of the 
fund for a year, the minimum amount determined under section 5 shall 
be deemed to be the amount to be paid. 


(4) Payments out of a life income fund are subject to division in 
accordance with the terms of a domestic contract as defined in Part IV 
of the Family Law Act or the terms of an order made under Part I of that 
Act. 


5.—(1) The amount of income paid out of the life income fund during 
a fiscal year must not exceed “‘maximum’’ in the following formula: 


maximum = C/F 
in which, 


C = the balance in the fund at the beginning of the fiscal 
year, and 


F = the value, at the beginning of the fiscal year, of a pen- 
sion of which the annual payment is $1 payable at the 
beginning of each fiscal year between that date and the 
31st day of December of the year in which the purchaser 
reaches ninety years of age. 


(2) The amount of income paid out of the fund during a fiscal year 
must not be less than ‘‘minimum’’ in the following formula: 


minimum = C/H 
in which, 


C = the balance in the fund at the beginning of the fiscal 
year, and 


H = the number of years between the Ist day of January of 
the year in which the calculation is made and the 31st 
day of December of the year in which the purchaser 
reaches ninety years of age. 


(3) The following apply with respect to the determination of the 
amount ‘‘F’’ in subsection (1): 


1. The amount ‘‘F’’ must be established at the beginning of each 
fiscal year of the fund using an interest rate of not more than 6 
per cent. 


2. For the first fifteen years after the date of the valuation, the 
value of the pension may be determined by using a percentage 
that is, 


i. greater than 6 per cent, and 


ii. less than or equal to the percentage obtained on long- 
term bonds issued by the Government of Canada for the 
month preceding the date of the valuation, as compiled 
by Statistics Canada and published in the Bank of 
Canada Review under identification number B-14013 in 
the CANSIM system. 


(4) For the initial fiscal year of the fund, 
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(a) the ‘‘maximum’’ in subsection (1) shall be adjusted in propor- 
tion to the number of months in that fiscal year divided by 12, 
with any part of an incompleted month counting as one month; 
and 


(b) the ‘‘minimum’’ in subsection (2) shall be deemed to be zero. 


(5) If a part of the fund purchased at the beginning of a fiscal year 
corresponds to sums transferred directly or indirectly during the same 
year from another life income fund of the purchaser, the “‘maximum’’ 
in subsection (1) shall be deemed to be zero. 


TRANSFERRING ASSETS FROM THE FUND 


6.—(1) The purchaser of the life income fund may transfer any or all 
the assets in it, 


(a) to another life income fund; 


(b) to purchase an immediate life annuity that meets the require- 
ments of section 19 of the Regulation; or 


(c) before the 31st day of December in the year in which the 
purchaser reaches 71 years of age, to a registered retirement 
savings plan that meets the requirements of section 18 of the 
Regulation. 


(2) In the arrangement establishing the fund, the financial institution 
must agree to make such a transfer within thirty days after the purchaser 
requests it. This does not apply with respect to the transfer of assets held 
as securities whose term of investment extends beyond the thirty-day 
period. 


(3) If the assets in the life income fund consist of identifiable and 
transferable securities, the financial institution may transfer the securities 
with the consent of the purchaser. 


PAYMENT OF THE BALANCE IN THE FUND 


7.—(1) The purchaser of the fund shall use any assets remaining in 
the life income fund on the 31st day of December in the year in which 
he or she reaches eighty years of age to purchase an immediate life 
annuity that meets the requirements of section 19 of the Regulation. 


(2) If the purchaser of the fund does not purchase the life annuity on 
or before the 31st day of March in the year after the year in which he or 
she reaches eighty years of age, the financial institution shall issue or 
arrange for the issuance of a life annuity contract. 


(3) For the purposes of the life annuity, the spousal status of the 
purchaser of the fund is to be determined on the date the annuity is 
purchased. 


(4) Payments under a life annuity are subject to division in accor- 
dance with the terms of a domestic contract as defined in Part IV of the 
Family Law Act or the terms of an order made under Part I of that Act. 


SURVIVOR’S BENEFITS 


8.—(1) Ifthe purchaser of the life income fund is a member or former 
member of the pension plan and if he or she dies before the balance of 
the fund is used to purchase the life annuity, the purchaser’s spouse or, 
if there is none, his or her named beneficiary or, if there is none, his or 
her estate is entitled to receive a benefit equal to the balance in the fund. 


(2) A spouse living separate and apart from the purchaser on the date 
of the purchaser’s death is not entitled to receive the balance of the fund. 


(3) For the purposes of subsection (1), a person’s spousal status is 
determined on the date of death of the purchaser. 


9.—(1) The spouse of the purchaser of the life income fund may 
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waive survivor’s benefits under the fund before the balance of the fund 
is used to purchase an immediate life annuity. 


(2) A waiver of survivor’s benefits may be revoked before the balance 
of the fund is used to purchase an immediate life annuity. 


(3) The waiver or revocation is made by giving notice to the financial 
institution providing the life income fund. 


AMENDING THE FUND 


10.—(1) In the arrangement establishing the life income fund, the 
financial institution providing the fund must agree not to amend the 
arrangement except as provided in this section. 


(2) The financial institution must give the purchaser of the fund at 
least ninety days notice of a proposed amendment, other than an 
amendment described in subsection (3). 


(3) The financial institution must not amend the arrangement if the 
amendment would result in a reduction in the purchaser’s benefits under

(a) the financial institution is required by law to make the amend- 
ment; and 


(b) the purchaser is entitled to transfer the balance in the life 
income fund under the terms of the arrangement that exist 
before the amendment is made.
